# HERS OF SERVICE IN DENIAL 


{BY A ETAFF CORRESPONDENT. |} 

* Washington, D. C., Aug. 12.—[Special.)— 
@ne of the most sensational charges ever 
jodged against the postoffice department was 
ettered in the senate today by Senator La 
Folletie of Wisconsin. 

There exists, according to La Follette, a 
wholesale practice of opening letters ad- 
dressed to those who have incurred the en- 
mity of the department. He pictured as the 
sort of espionage on the mail of public critics 
ef the department that which Obtains in for- 
eign countries in connection with the oper- 
ations of secret police. 

The charge Was made all the more fensa- 
tional By the Manner in Which Mr. La Fo!- 
Jette brought it to the attention of the sen- 
ate. In the midst of an address he was 
delivering on the pending poetoffice appro- 
priation bill the Wisconsin senator held aloft 
a package of letters as a sample of more 
‘than 1,000 addressed to himself which, he 
ssserts, bore evidence of having been opened 

_while passing through the mails. 


Says Mail of Others Was Opened. 
The senator, it Is reported, also has been 
furnished evidence that the mail of other 
pittons who have criticised the postoffice de- 

‘pittpent has been opened. Letters from 

inent politicians opposed to the Taft 

istration, are alleged toj have been de- 
a té the recipients in a condition indt- 
ative of tampering. 

Senator La Follette was telling the senate 
‘be he had written to between, 10,000 and 
1,000 postal clerks asking them to confide 
tehim what efforts the postoffice department 
jad made to induce them to resign from the 
ganizations they had formed for the bet- 
torment of working conditions in the service, 

“TI might say in passing,” remarked the 
senator, as he lifted a bulky package of let- 
ters from his desk, “ that I encountered the 
enmity of officials of the postal service. My 
mall Was opened in violation of the postal 
laws. It was subjected to an espionage al- 
most Russian in character. I have here a 
bundle of letters showing that my mail was 
opened in violation of the law and rifled by 
some one hos:ile to the purposes I had in 
making the investigation.”’ 


Senators Inspect Letters. 

That was all the senator had to say con- 
cerning this charge on the floor of the senate. 
He replaced the packages Of letters on his 
desk and resumed discussion of the appro- 
Priation bill. 

A number of senators, however, Were 
aroused by the accusation, and took occasion 
to examine the letters to which Mr. La Ro!- 
lette had calied attention. They asserted aft- 
erward that they had been shocked by the 
palpable evidence of tampering which the 
envelopes bore, and deciaréd that ea search- 
ing investigation of the scandal should be 
undertaken. 

In hundreds of instances, it is alleged, little 
effort has been made to conceal the work of 
espionage. The flaps of the envelopes had 
been raised by the rolling of a pencil beneath 
and marks of the crayon were left on the 
innér Surface of the emvebopes and on the let- 
ter Contained therein. 


Says Evidence Is Unmistakabie. 

In reply to inquiries after the senate ad- 
journed Mr. La Follette said he had no idea 
who is responsible for thé opening of his 
mail. 

“The evidence that the letters wete opened 
® UNMictakable.” he eaid. “Some of the 
mvelopes show the marks of a leéd pencil 
Thich had been inserted and rolled under the 
flaps. All of these envelope® had been re- 
Sealed afterward. One letter that I recall 
WAS revealed with red wax?’ 

The senator is preserving with care not only 
the @hvelopes which show evidence of tam- 
Pering, but also the repiies that were in- 
Cored. Ax the department is believed to be 
in POftescion of the information contained 
therein and the names of the clerks Who 
furnighed it. the senator is on the watch to 
cheery e whether his correspondents euffer 
®Ny punishment for disclosing the methods 
of the acministration. 

Senator La Follette stands ready to submit 
his evidence in any Investigation inaugurated 
forthe purpose of fixing the responsibility and 
bunithing the offenders 

Bought Private Information.

HER MIND NOW BLANK. 


When Mrs. Clara &. West of 4219 Ellis 
avenue yesterday received a telegram that 
her daughter is safe in a weetern sanitarium 
it was as if the dead had come to life. 

The missing woman, Mrs. Marion West 
Howe, disappeared in Chicago on April 8. 
Meager details indicate that she suffered @ 
mental aberration, lost her identity, and 
knows nothing of months of her wandering. 
She is recovering in restful surroundings tn 
Los Angeles, where her husband lives. 

Mrs. Howe had been separated from her 
husband for two years. Mr. Howe, however, 
took up the search and came to Chicago to 
enlist police aid. He said his wife, at the 
time she vanished, Was on the verge of re- 
turning to him, as they had arranged a 
reconciliation. 


* Ends Long Search, 

Mrs. Howe left Rocktord, lil., on the morn- 
ing of April 3 after purchasing a ticket for 
Mendon, Mich., Where she intended to visit 
a friend. it is known that she arrived in 
Chicage. No further trace of the woman 
had been obtained until Mrs. West received 
the telegram. 

For four months the mother searched for | 
her girl. She mourned her as dead, but some 
intuitive sense kept her continually writing 
ativertisements and inquiries. This work 
occasionally was interrupted by her visits to 
morgues to view the bodies of unidentified 
women, Yet when thé meSsage came, no- | 
tifying her of her daughter's safety, she re- 
celv ed it calmly. 

* Just ike I had been expecting it,”” she 
explained. ‘‘I believed she had met with 
foul play tna my lack of surprise when the 
wire came is pugziing.”’ 

According to Mrs. West her daughter went 
to central Texas when she left Chicago. The 
friend she had started to visit In Michigan : 
formerly lived in the Lone Star state. The 
mother says that the woman Was taken in 
by kind persons Who iound her J) and treated 
her like a daughtér. How she got to Los 
Angeles, where Robert I. Howe, her husband, 
lives, Mrs. West does not know. 


Visits -Morgues on Hunt, 

Keen sufferings of the mother during the 
time she believed her daughter at the bot- 
tom of the river were told by Mrs. West. 

Tl was certain my git had been killed,” 
she Bald, and she looked like a woman who 
had worried much. 

‘T went to look at unidentified bodies of 
drowned women, Once I met a doctor of my 
acquaintance at a Morgue. He told me that 
if it wae hie daughter who was lost he would 
be insane. I told him that he would not, 
that he would be just like me and fight 
against the thought of death with all that 
was in bim. 

Advertises and Writes Letters, 

“We advertised all over the country. I 
wrote a letter to evéry branch of the Young 
Women’s Christian association in this coun- 
try and Canada. I often thought it was use- 
leas, but we kept right on writing. We never 
advertised in Texas and now I wish we had. 

“My daughter had not lived with her hus- 
band for two years. She was ill when we 
fost her and had worried about her husband. 
I think her mind must have given way under | 
these strains.

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WOMAN PLUNGES 500 FEET 
TO DEATH ON A MOUNTAIN. 


Party of Climbers in Wachington Sees 
Companion Ssd@dénly 
come by Rarefied Air. 


Tacoma, Wash., Aug. 12.—[Special.]—Sud- 
denly growing dizzy in the rarefied mountain 
air, after she had climbed to the summit of 
Pinnacle Peak, Miss Helen Hunt, a school 
teacher of Seattle and a membef of the Ta- 


coma Y. M. C. A. party that left last Tues- | 


day for a ten days’ stay in Paradise Valley, 
fell WO feet to her death this morning. 

She had been one ofthe merriest of those 
about the camp fire Sunday night, and she 
Was jovial and happy this morning in the 
steep pull up to the rocky apex of the clouds. 
At the summit photographs were taken of 
the climbers, and after a brief stay the 
descent was begun. 

The accident came without warning. Some 
time after the start downward Mise Hunt 
reeled and plunged forward, falling about 
fifteen feet. Clinging on the side of the 
mountain @ moment, she seemed to break her 
fall, and her startled companions had a half 
formed thought that a tragedy had been 
averted. 

Then Bhe lunged forward a second time 
and in the sight of her horrified fellow 
climbers tumbied and roliedd own the moun- 
tain, over and among the rocks, coming to 
a stop at the bottom of the incline. 

Her body, with practically every bone 
broken, was found in the valley and on a lit- 
ter of alpine stocks was carried to the camp. 
It was then taken by automobile to Longmire 
Springs, Where another car was obtained, 
and the body was brought to Tacoma. 

Unnerved by the scene of horror they had 
witnessed, the; other young woman fn the 
party of sixteen that had surmounted Pinna- 
Cle péak weré unable to continue the ascent. 
Physica! Director Carter of the Y. M. C. A. 
who acted as guide for the party, and the 
other men with him let the shuddering girls 
down with ropes, and the remainder of the 
party reached the valley, shaking but un- 
hurt. 

The climb has been one of the regularly 
scheduled trips with each Y. M. C. A. party.

Thirty-six Soldiers and More 
than Twenty Passengers 
Riddied by Bullets. 


Hands of Many Women Victims Were 
Chopped Off by the Looters 
to Obtain Their Rings. 


FEDERAL OFFICER FIGHTS 10 LAST 


Mexico City, Aug. 12.—Thirty-six soldiers 
and more than twenty passengers were 
slaughtered by Zapatistas in a canyon near 
Ticuman, 110 miles southeast of here, yes- 
terday, when @ passenger train south bound 
from this city was attacked from ambush. 

The first news of the assault was sent to 
Mexico City by the conductor and Marine 
Collector Domingues, who although wound- 
ed, managed to make their way to Yautepec, 
twelve miles away. 
steal. through the Zapatista lines and did 
not arrive at the taegrenh Station until 
this afternoon. 

After a murderous rifle fire had ceased the 
rebels swarmed down the hillside and set 
fire to the three cars composing the train. 
A few of the wounded had crawied out onto 
the right of way, thus escaping the fate 
of thoee unable to leave the cars, who were 
burned. 


Bodies of Victims Mutilated. 
According to reports the leader of the rete 
els made no effort to restrain his men from 
acts of brutality greater than any thet hes 

yet marked the campaign In the south. 


was held in abeyance until the slaughter was 
complete. 

Not satisfied with robbing their victims 
in an ordinery manner, the fingers of men 
and women were chopped off with machetes, 
that rings they wore might be more quickly 
obtained. Ornaments were torn from ears of 
women and their bodies were otherwise mu- 
tilated. . 

Two Newspaper Men Slain. 

Among the passengers Were two newspa- 
per men and they were among those killed. 
They were on their way to interview Emj}- 
jano Zapata, the chief of the rebels. 

One of these, H. L. Strauss, a native of 
Uruguay and consular agent of his country 
im this city, was employed at one time va the 
New York Heraid. The other correspondent 
was Ignacio Herraras of E) Pais. 

The li-fated train left Mexico City yes. 
terday morning. Most of the passengers 
belonged to the farmer and lower classes, 
The soldiers, who had Deen detalied to act 
as a guard, were from the elevernta battal 
ion, commanded by Lieut. Reynoso. 

By costly experience the troups had 
learned to be on the alert, but from the time 
they left the national capital no -hostility 
had been encountered until the train ran into 
the canyon. 

Train Derailed in Canyon. 

Here a rail had been loosened, and as the 
locomotive left the track a volley of rifle 
shots wae poured into the train with deadly 
effect. It was centered on the coach ip 
which most of the soldiers were viding, but 
soon became genera!, the rebels apparently 
not Caring whether they distinguished pas- 
sengers from federal! solaiers 

Lieut. Reynozo's orders to reply to the fire 
were carried out by the entrapped soldiers, 
notwithstanding the advantage which the 
hillsides gave tire rebels. 

Pluckily every man of the guard fought 
until ellenced. A few of the passengers, seiz- 
ing gune from the fallen soldiers, assisted in 
the defenes, but the unequal battle lasted 
only a ehort time. 

Reynozo Brave to the Last. 

The wounded members of the train crew 
who were brought here late tonight confirmed 
earlier reports of the massacre. The Zap- 
atistaa, who numbered 100, were commanded 
*y Amador Salazar, they aseert. 

The fighting taeted about one hour. A 
dramatic incident marked its close. Every 
goldier of Lieut. Reymnowso'’s command was 
a@own when Reynoso, who had escaped serious 
injury, Jumped from the car and ran straight 
toward the advancing rebels, firing with his 
pletol.

CHANGES WIN ALDERMEN. 


Mayor, Citizens’ Committee, and 
Clubwomen Gain Aid of 
Thousands. 


Predictions were made yesterday that the 
proposed ordinance to safeguard Chicago's 
milk supply will pass at the special session 
of the city council tomorrow afternoon. 

The “rapid fire’ methods recently adoptec 
by the citizens’ milk committee began to have 
their effect. A few recruits were added to 
the list of affirmative votes as a result of 
individual efforts of some aldermen, hitherto 
opposed to it, to inform themselves of the 
provisions and effect of the measure, but the 
citizens’ forces began to carry this informa- 
tion to a much lerger number of werdrepre- 
sentatives. 

Mayor Herrtson and Ald. Willis O..\Nance, 
chairman of the citizens’ committee, 
their confidence of success, and e poll made 
by THE TRIBUNE of those who previously 
opposed the ordinance also indicated it would 
pass. Several aldermen, who had voted 
against Health Commissioner Young's ordi- 
nance declared their intention to vote for the 
revised ordinance, Astill larger number said 
they were “undecided.’’ The campaign work 
of today is expected to win them over.

At least thirty-six votes will be required 
to pass the ordinance and more than that 
number may be necessary for its adoption 
at the special session. It will be presented 
as new business, and, under the rules, would 
be referred to a committee for consideration. 
For that reason a motion to suspend the 
rules for immediate consideration will be 
made. To carry thie motion the affirmative 
vote of two-thirds of all the aldermén pres 
ent will be required. 


Think 42 Votes Clinches Law. 

There are sixty-nine members of the coun- 
cil, but some of them, including T. K. Long 
and James H. Lawley, are absent from the 
city, and it is expected several others will 
not attend the session. If forty-two votes 
are kined up in time the success of the or- 
dinance is considered guaranteed beyond @& 
doubt. It might pass with ea smaller num- 
ber. Only a majority vote is required on the 
motion to pass. 

The final effort toward personal work in 
trying to convince “‘ undecided’ aldermen 
of the merits of the regulations urged will 

= berade today. Thus far the work done has 
been in response to the appeal of the citizens’ 
committee to the ministers, the civio, 
charitable, and philanthropic orgenizations, 
and to individuals to cireviate petitions and 
ealls on their aldermen. 

The citizens’ committee will holé @ session 
this afternoon for a close final scrutiny of 
the sttuation. The attitude of the different 
aldermen will be discussed and methods of 
winning them to the support of the ordinance 
will be devised. 


Mayor Works for Ordinance. 

The mayor has taken up the subject with 
several of his personal followers and prob- 
ably will see others today. To those he has 
seen he has presented the ordinance as a tool 
thought necessary by the administration for 
adequate control of the milk supply. He has 
asked them to study it carefully and to 
discuss with him any objections they find 
to its provisions. He explained the pasteur- 
ization provision applies only to that milk 
believed unsafe without heat treatment and 
he asserted his confidence the regulations will 
work toward a constantly increasing supply 
of pure, raw or ‘ inspected ’ milk as the ordi- 
nance classifies it, and toward a decreasing 
supply of pasteurized milk. 

“Judging from what has been said by the 
aldermen to whom I hé@ve talked thus far,” 
said the mayor, ‘‘ most of those who opposed 
it did not understand fully its provisions and 
purpose.’ Others have found their objections 
met by the changes made by the health com- 
mittee. Indications seem to point to the 
passage of the ordinance.” 


Cites Votes Gained. 

“T have talked with a number of aldermen 
who voted against Dr. Young’s original or- 
@inance,” said Chairman Nance, “ and I find 
the necessary support is coming rapidly 
now. AM. Geiger returned from the west 
coast today and we did not have his vote 
before. Ald. Beilfuss and Sitts are heartily 
in favor of the ordinance, and there are sev- 
eral others who have told me their posi- 
tions have changed decidedly and they prob- 
ably will vote for it. 

“TT feel sure we shall have thirty-six 
on hand and am hoping the support will 
eome from more than two-thirds of the 
entire council.’’

LONDON, Aug. 13, 3 A. MA dispatch 
to the Daily News from Odessa telis of a 
recent revolutionary plot on board. the bat- 
tle ship Ivan Ziatoust at Sebastopol for 
which ten men were sentenced to death. 

The revolutionists had the daring object 
of seizing the imperial yacht Standart while 
the czar and his family were on board voy- 
aging from Yalto to Sebastopol. The czar 
was to have been compelled to abdicate his 
throne, or abrogate hie powers and proclaim 
a limited monarchy. 

The seizure of the imperial yacht was to 
have been the signa! for a general mutiny of 
the crews of the Baltic squadron, who were 
to arrest or murder all the officers and at- 
tack Cronstadt and St. Petersburg simul- 
taneously. 

Rigid censorship exercised over the press 
has prevented any reference to this incident 
o1 the_recent symptoms of grave dissatis- 
faction among the rank and file of the army 
and navy, and the officers of all grades have 
been compelled to sign an agreement not to 
discuss any phase of the discontent.

County Jailers Cite Prisoner’s Act in 
Setting Cell Cot Afire—Keep Him 
Under Guard in Hospital. 


Jacob F. Guthrie, the “ gociety burglar,” 
who stole gems and works of art valued at 
$200,000 from residences of wealthy Chi- 
cagoane, may be sent to an insane asylum as 
the result of his maniacal act on Saturday 
night when he set fire to hig cell cot In the 
county jalfl. 

The jailers believe the man hopelessly de- 
mented, and fear he may inflict dangerous 
self-injuries if he is not taken to an inetitu- 
tion where he can be properly cared for. In 
the blaze Guthrie received siight burns. He 
was removed yesterday to the jal! hospital. 
Jail Physician Dr. Thomas Hogan is keeping 
him Ghder guard 

"The man’s menta) condition Is critical, and 
I do not believe it will be long until he is 
violently insane,”’ the doctor said. 

Guthrie is held to the grand jury under 
bonds of §37,500 on charges of burglary, 
forgery, and larceny. The grand jury does 
not convene again until October, and the 
jaib authorities do not expect the prisoner to 
retain his mental faculties unti!? that time. 
Asked by the jailer why he set fire to his cot, 
the prisoner said: 

‘I was looking for a flower. It slept last 
night on a whole big bed of roses, and rested 
wéll, thank you.”

of guilty. Peaster was fined, and from this 
fine, he has announced, he will take an ap- 
peal. 

The building was designed and bullt by Mp, 
Peaster. Being now a postoffice employ6, 
and having formerly been a lawyer, Mr, 
Peaster was equipped for the work. It is in 
the Doric or Iron pipe style of architecture. 
First he took seven inch iron pipes and 
filled them>full of concrete; then he fitted 
three inch Iron pipes into the ends of the 
seven inch pipes. The seven inch pipes 
formed the pillars for the ground floor. The 
three inch pipes were the supports of the 
second étory. 

However, Mr. Peaster's monument to his 
own artistic judgment may have appealed 
to the artistic eye, it made no hit with Morton 
D. Ord. a Glencoe millionaire and connolseur 
in architecture.

John F. Bass, wife of the war correspondent 
and sister-in-law of New Hampshire's gov- 
ernor, was selected to take charge of the or- 
ganization work in the middle west. Mrs. 
Raymond Robins was chosen to direct the 
campaign fn Illinois. 

“ This is going to be an integra! part of the 
Progressive organization and not an auxil- 
jary,” said Miss Addame, who is one of the 
four women named as members at large of 
the Progressive national committee. “ We 
are going to codperative with the men and 
all work together for Progressive success. 
The Progressive party is working for many 
measures of which women have been the pio- 
neer advocates, such as the abolition of child 
labor and better conditions for working men 
and women. 


Platform Embodies Women’s Ideals. 

“These measures for which women have 
been striving are now embodied in the Pro- 
gressive party platform, as is woman suf- 
frage, so that for two reasons at least we 
shall be able to make a strong appeal to all 
women to become members of the Progres- 
sive party.”’

WILL BE RETAINED 


| President to Veto Bill Striking 
at Tribunal and Civil 
Service. 


BLOW AT SPOILS PLAN. 


House May Aid Democratic Ef- 
fort to Override Taft, but 
Senate Won't. 


BY JOHN CALLAN O’LAUGHLIN. 

Washington, D. C., Aug. 12.—{Special.}— 
The Commerce court will not be abolished 
nor will civil service be discarded and pro- 
tected government positions thrown open to 
Democratic spoilsmen. 

President Taft has announced his intention 
to veto the legislative executive and judicial 
bill containing provisions directed at these 
two institutions. His message presenting his 
views will go to congress probably on Wednes- 
day. An immediate effort will be made to 
override the president's veto. 

So far as the house is concerned, it ig likely 
the necessary two-thirds vote will be se- 
cured on the proposition to abolish the Com- 
merce court. The vote will be close in the 
senate, but the president will have gufficient 
support to assure the retention of what he 
regards his own special creation. 

The proposal to fix a seven years’ tenure 
for all government officers probably will not 
command the necessary two-thirds in either 
house. A number of members of the house 
and senate would vote for it were it not for 
the popular sentiment in behalf of the civil 
service. 


Country’s Wishes Factor. 

They have become irritated over the action 
of civil service employés in organizing and 
paying lobbyists to ald them to get higher 
wages and old age pensions. But this irrita- 
tion, they realize, should not move them to 
attack a system approved by the entire coun- 
try. 

It is the purpose of the president in connec- 
tion with his veto of the executive legislative 
and judicial bill to denounce in emphatic lan- 
guage the attempt for poltiical advantage to 
destroy reforms which he regards of extreme 
importance to the public interest. He feels 
the Commerce court should not be driven out 
of existence because charges of misconduct 
have been made against one of its membera, 
Judge Robert W. Archbald.

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AMERICAN ARMY GOBS BROKE 


Over 60,000 Soldiers Without 
Pay by Congressional Delay. 


CANTEEN THEIR ONLY HOPE. 


Government Opens Accounts with Its 
Men for Absolute Necessities. 


{BY A STAFF CORRESPONDENT.) 

Washington, D. C., Aug. 12.—[Special.)— 
For the first time in history the American 
army has gone broke. Over 60,000 soldiers 
are without a penny in their pockets for the 
purchase of tobacco, soda, pop, and other 
essentials of military post life or for the 
entertainment of their best girls. They 
have received no pay from the government 
since last May. 

This unusual situation, it was explained 
today by Gen. George R. Smith, paymaster 
general of the army, is due to the failure of 
congress to pass the urgent deficiency bill, 
which carries several million dollars to cover 
a lack of funds in the various departments 
as a result of an insufficient appropriation for 
last year’s expenses. 


Pay of Army Men Held Up. 

One of the principal items in this bill is 
$1,800,000 for the payment of the enlisted 
and official personnel of the army. Last 
year’s appropriation wage practically ex- 
hausted by the May payments, only a small 
amount being left over to apply to June 
payments. 

This money was distributed first among 
the soldiers at foreign stations, principally 
in the Philippines, and second among the 
officers. The officers were favored for the 
reason that they are not supported by the 
government. @ enlisted men are efforded 
quarters, rations, and chithing while the 
officers are not. 


Provide Soldiers with Needs. 

Certain articles of clothing and stock kept 
im the canteen which are sold to enlisted 
men are being issued, however, and charged 
against their pay. Even these issues are 
limited to the necessaries of life, so the sob 
Gier who has not accumulated a saving is 
being deprived of all extras. 

The commissioner of pensions ils swamped 
with letters from old soldiers complaining 
they have not received their vouchers. He 
is advising them that as s00n as congress 
acts the checks will be forthcoming. 


DEATH PENALTY CONDEMNED 
BY WIVES OF CONGRESSMEN. 


Execution of Seven Murderers at Sing 
Sing Stirs Mrs. La Follette and Mrs. 
Clark. 


Washington, D. C., Aug. 12.—[Special.]— 
The execution of seven men at Sing Sing to- 
day started new agitation in favor of abolish- 
ing the death penalty. 

“I am opposed to capital punishment on 
general principles,” said Mrs. La Follette, 
wife of the Wisconsin senator. “‘ Theexecu- 
tion today at Sing Sing emphasizes this out- 
rage against society.” 

“TI am unalterably opposed to capital pun- 
ishment,” said Mrs. Champ Clark. ‘“ The 
seven executions today by New York state 
are a striking example of the socia) ineffi- 
ciency of the death penalty.” 


Record in Executions. 

Ossining, N. Y., Aug. 12.—Seven murderers 
were put to death in the electric chair in 
Sing Sing prison this morning. This is the 
largest number of criminals to suffer the 
death penalty by electricity on any one day 
since the electric chair was adopted as a 
method of capital punishment. The execu- 
tions were accomplished within an hour and 
sixteen minutes.

It is believed from the preliminary confer- 
ences On the measures that the free toll pro- 
vision for American coastwise shipping will 
be retained. 

Little progress was made in the first session 
of the conferees toward an agreement on 
the Bourne amendment to divorce railroads 
from control of competing steamship lines 
and the Reed amendment prohibiting trust 
controlled ships from using the Panama 
canal. 


Other Nations Holding Back. 

The British government, ording to ed- 
vices from the state department, has made 
no further representations to the United 
States regarding the proposition to allow 
American vessels to use the canal free of 
tolls, sinée the note of July 8 last. 

In recognition of the superior right of 
Great Britain to address the United States 
government on this subject, by virtue of the 
existence of the Hay-Pauncefote treaty, 
other European nations, and even Japan 
have refrained from approaching the state 
department, notwithstanding that their in- 
terest is equal to that of Great Britain, by 
reason of their right to claim equal treat- 
ment for their shipping under the favored 
nation clauses in existing conventions with 
the United States. 

Officials of this government, however, are 
said to expect that soon after the signature 
of the act by the president the British charge 
will be directed to submit a formal protest. 


May Ask for Arbitration. 

This will require an equally formal reply, 
reciting the act itself as a mandate by con- 
gress which the executive cannot disregard, 
supported by such argument ae the diplo- 
matic bureau can make to justify the action. 
As this will amount to a positive refusal of 
the British request to treat British shipping 
on an equality with American, it is probable, 
in the opinion of government authorties, 
that the British foreign office will propose 
to submit the issue to arbitration under the 
existing British - American: arbitration 
treaty, which move would bring the matters 
to a real crisis. 

Should arbitration be adverse to the Amer- 
ican position, it would be necessary, it is

said, for the state department to find rea- 
sonable ground for a declination of the Brit- 
ish overture, without laying itself opem tothe 
. charge that it had deliberately violated the 
provisions of the treaty. 


ADOPTS ZONE POSTAL -PLAN. 


| Senate Approves of Bourne-Bristow 
Proposal in Preference to House 
Bill Provisions, 


Washington, D. C., Aug. 12.—Without a 
word of debate the senate today adopted the 
Bourne-Bristow parcels post plan asa sub- 
stitute for the house parcels post provision 
iu the postoffice appropriation bill. 

The Bourne-Bristow plan would divide the 
country into eight zones. Within a fifty 
mile radius the rate would be fixed atScents 
for the first pound.and 3 cents for each ad- 
ditional pound of fourth class matter. A 
graduated rate to cover the other zones 
would increase to 12 cents a pound in the 
eighth zone, covering points more than 1,800 
miles apart. 

The house provision outlined a straight 
12 cent rate on parcels weighing up to eleven 
pounds.

SUCCESS IS 


Rufus B. von Kleinsmid, Noted 
Criminologist, Will Be in 
Charge of New Venture. 


{BY A STAFTF CORRESPONDENT.) 

Jeffersonville, Ind., Aug. 12.—[Special.]— 
Dr. D. C. Peyton, superintendent of the In- 
diana reformatory, announced here tonight 
he has completed arrangements for having 
the institution equipped with a psychological 
laboratory for the study of criminals. The 
laboratory, it is said, will be the first of its 
kind. 

It is an established theory that many ff not 
most of the criminals are victims of defective 
or undeveloped brains. Dr. Peytonand other 
criminologists hope that work in the labora- 
tory will aid in discovering the exact nature 
of these defects and develop means of curing 
them. 

Prof. Rufus Bernard von Kleinsmid, head 
of the department of psychology and educa- 
tion at DePauw university, has been engaged 
to come here as assistant superintendent of 
the reformatory in charge of the laboratory. 
He will make a study of the psychology of 
criminals, while Dr. Peyton will work on the 
pathology of criminals. 


Prisoners Lacking Mentally. 

The reformatory, to which all male offend- 
ers in Indiana between the ages of 18 and 30 
except those receiving life sentences are 
sent, contains from 1,000 to 1,400 prisoners the 
year around. Dr. Peyton said today that 
researches to date show probably one-third 
of those entering the institution are mentally 
under 12 years of age, although physically 
more than twice that age. 

Among those present tonight at the dinner 
given by Dr. Peyton at which his plans were 
announced were Gov. Marshall and Mrs. 
Marshall, Dr. C. R. Henderson of the Uni- 
versity of Chicago, ex-president of the Inter- 
national Prison congress; Dr. Hastings Hart 
of the Russell Sage foundation, New York: 
Dr. J. H. Hurty, secretary of the Indiana 
state board of health; Col. Gonzales S. Bing- 
ham, U. 8. A., and E. J. Fogarty, warden of 
the Indiana penitentiary at Michigan City. 
They say the plan gives high promise of 
valuable results and that it will be extended 
to prisons all over the world. 


Great Field for Conservation. 

Dr. Peyton described the plan as a means 
of working out problems in “the greatest 
field of conservation, that of defective or 
subnormal man.”’ 

“ Crime ie not exactly a disease,” Dr. Pey- 
ton said. ‘It may better beregarded as 
an evidence of defective or undeveloped 
brain. Through medical science the world 
learned that insanity is a physical and not 
a spiritual ill and kindness and scientific 
treatment supplanted harshness and unscien- 
tific methods. 

So also crime is a problem for the neurolo- 
gist and the psychologist and the field of 
research is the brain and the mind. We 
ehould recognize that crime, like diseage, 
has natural causes and before we can treat 
the offender we must know his genesis. 

“We account for crime deformities by 
reason of an inflammatory interference with 
the brain cells. May not science yet dis- 
close that crime is but the natural reason 
of the defective or undeveloped brain? Who 
will undertake to point out the sharp line 
of demarcation between the normal and 
the abnormal; or tell where sanity leaves off 
or insanity begins? 


Crime and Defect Related. 

* ** We have the curable and incurable physi- 
cal defects and we have the curable and 
the incurable diseases. There is an appar- 
ent and intimate relation between crime 
and defect. After all it is the integrity of 
the brain that determines the integrity of 
the life. 

“ The startling advance made in the last 
half century in the general world of science 
by the exact methods of laboratory inves- 
tigation has suggested the feasibility of 
their application to the problem of penal 
science. 

“ The psychological laboratory ts no longer 
an experiment. The work done by Prof. 
Hugo Munsterburg at Harvard and by oth- 
ers in this field prove conclusively the. po- 
tency of the method in determining mental] 
qualities, in detecting psychic defects, and 
in estimating the genera! state of the cen- 
tral nervous system. 


Study of Crime Neglected. 

“ But, incredible as it may seem, there is 
mo penal or reformatory institution having 
the care of males where psychological! meth- 
ods formulated on scientific laboratory ex- 
periments are in use or even where a compre- 
hensive scheme of psychic findings has any 
place in the general management of crim- 
inals. . 

“The idea of punishment for crime is in 
essence singularly archaic, harking back 
to the old punitive system of the mosaic law. 
We would not have maudlin sentiment usurp 
the place of even strabismic justice, but we 
would approach the subject from the stand- 
point of broad humanism and treaf it as a 
problem of physical science. 

“We cannot hope to control and improve 
the offender unless we know “him, and to 
know him we must study him—his conduct, 
his physical and mental makeup, the general 
ensembie of his qualities. This can be done, 
first, in the larger field of persona! contact 
and individual handling; and, second, in the 
psychological and pathological laboratory.” 


Cites Work in Chicago. 

“Iam proud to see this move made.” Prof. 
C. E. Henderson said, ‘‘and yet in onoe sense 
it is not an experiment. It was an analogy in 
the work Dr. William Healy hae been doing 
in connection with the Juvenile Gourt at Chi- 
cago. He sits there every day with his as- 
sistant, a psychologist, to study the pecul- 
farities of the children who come before the 
court and the judge bases his decisions as to 
what shall be done on this expert knowledge. 

Prof. Von Kleinsmidt said that not enaugh 
of the work had yet been done to serve as a 

- basis for reorganizing the system of educat- 
ing the delinquent, but that it was his hope to 
do something toward this end by means of the 
laboratory, which should be a permanent 


' part of an notitetion for criminals.

New York Prosecutor’s Men Will 
Reach Hot Springs Today. 


Prisoner Says He’ll Tell Whitman All 
About Rosenthal Case. 


FEARS NEW YORK POLICE. 


Hot Springs, Ark., Aug. 12.—‘‘ Do not be- 
lieve all that you read in thre newspapers 
about me I have probably talked too much, 
but I have not said one-half of what has 
been printed,” said Sam Schepps, held here 
in connection with the murder of Herman 
Rosenthal, tonight. 

The risoner received a telegram today from 
his lawyer in New York urging him to main- 
tain silence. This message apparently had 
its effect, and he has had little to say since. 

No formal charge hangs over Schepps in 
Arkansas. He stibmitted to arrest and de- 
tention on the information of officers who 
represented to him that they must huld him 
for the New York authorities. 


Whitman’s Men Arrive Today. 

Acting Mayor Pettit announced tonight 
that he has just received a message from 
District Attorney Whitman stating that the 
latter’s officers will arrive here tomorrow. 4 
Schepps will not be turned over to any one 
except a representative of Mr. Whitman. 

Today has been one of impatient waiting, 
and it is apparent Schepps fears representa- 
tives of the New York police departmert 
may be on the scene before representatives 
of the district attorney. 

Schepps appears anxious to discredit the 
confession of ‘‘ Bald Jack’ Rose. He isin- 
dignant at Rose for implicating him in the 
Rogenthal murder. 


Schepps May Get Immunity. 

New York, Aug. 12.—Sam Schepps, alleged 
Paymaster of the murder crew that killed 
Hermen Rosenthal, is to be held as a me- 
terial witness and not as an accomplice, it 
was stated by District Attorney Whitman 
tonight. This form of immunity is condi- 
tional upon Schepp’s willingness to corrobo- 
rate the stories of Jack Rose and Bridgie 
Webber, charging that Police Lieut. Charles 
Becker was the inetigator of the murder. 

Mr. Whitman does not believe Schepps 
took any part in carrying out the murder 
plot, but he does think he had knowledge of 
what was going on and would be able to add 
links to the chain of evidence against Becker 
that would help materially in the police offi- 
cer’s conviction.

MOTHER URGED ACTION. 


Alleged Leader in Plot Tells 
Names of All Who He Says 
Were Involved. 


Detroit, Mich., Aug. 12.—All doubt that the 
wlleged confession of ° Edward Schreiter, 
clerk of the common council, was the bisis 
for the sixteen arrests made ih the céuncil- 
manic “ graft’’ cases last week wae removed 
today when Prosecuting Attorney. Hugh 
Shepherd told the details of Schreiter's con- 
fession. 

Schreiter was then taken before Police Jus- 
tice Jeffries to assist in making out war- 
rants against the sixteen aldermen arrested 
last Friday and two additional members of 
%he common council, making eighteen in all 
who will appear in police court tomorrow for 
examination. Some are accused of accepting 
a bribe and others of promising to accept @ 
bribe. 


Says Confession Was Full. 

‘‘Schreiter made a complete and detailed 
confession of all the deals he said he had been 
in,’ said the prosecutor. “He did this 
voluntarily three years after the council had 
ousted him from his job. He went to a hotel 
with me and a stenographer and spent five 
hours going over all of his transactions. 

“ He told me that he wanted to heip clean 
up the city. I figured he could help us 
greaty but I promised him nothing. He did 
want to know whether it was a matter of 
.just ‘ getting him’ or cleaning up the city, 
and I assured him that I wanted his state- 
ment to clean up the whole thing. The con- 
fession takes up more than 100 page’, the 
details of which cannot be given out now. 
The city will be startled when the disclosures 
are made.”’ 


Mother Urged Confession. 

Schreiter talked freely of his confession 
today. He said it was his mother, 76 years 
old, who finaNy induced him to tell all he 
knew. 

‘I told my mother and wife all that I told 
Shepherd,” said Schreiter, ‘‘ and mother said, 
‘Let the truth prevail.’ I believed that she 
was right and I went to Shepherd’s office. I 
felt that I would rather go down the street 
and hear men say, *‘ Well, anyhow, he had 
manhood and courage enough to tell all he 
knew,’ than to hear them say, ‘ He escaped 
the law ona technicality." I would have told 
when the first arrests occurred, but I was not 
normal; you know how that is, when a thing 
comes suddenly on you. So I waited to think 
things over.”’

BLAMES TENETS OF DARROW 
FOR CRIMES OF M’NAMARAS. 


Prosecutor Declares Chicago Lawyer’s 
Teachings Led to Blowing Up of Los 
Angeles Times Building. 


Los Angeles, Cal., Aug. 12.—Alternately 
denouncing Clarence 8S. Darrow as a cor- 
rupter of men and lauding his brillilancy of 
mind, Assistant District Attorney W. J. Ford 
made the opening argument in the Darrow 
bribery trial today.

The prosecutor charged that Mr. Darrow, 
by his teachings, was responsible for the 
blowing up of the Times building and Its at- 
tendant fatalities. J. B. McNamara, he said, 
had been deluded by the doctrines advocated 
by Darrow. 

He said the testimony of Lincoin Steffens 
in regard to the “peace negotiations’ was 
ridiculous and not to be believed. Steffens 
was denounced as “a man who believed a 
man should not be punished for mere mur- 
der. He says the men should have gone

Baked Potato 


BY JANE EDDINGTON. - 


HE mostly easily digested potato in the 

‘world is one that is perfectly baked, 

And nothing is much more attractive 

than a clean skinned, perfectly baked 

potato, It is good for children, and it 
is good for grownups who like it so, served 
with just salt and milk or sweet new cream, 
When more fat is needed we must use butter, 
the best butter. 


> 

Some people handle their baked potatoes. as 
they would handle eggs, taking them one by 
one from an oven with the door but slightly 
open, pinching them to let out the hot steam, 
etc. One who was particular about her baked 
potato once contributed the following recipe: 

“ Baked Potato.—There are baked potatoes 
and baked potatoes. Of course the quality of 
the potato is most important, for in no other 
way of preparing potatoes does the quality 
count for so much, First scrub with a small 
brush, kept for the purpose, until perfectly 
clean, Blemishes that may be lightly scraped 
away may be removed, but if the blemish be 
such as to require cutting put aside the po- 
tato for use in other ways. Neither too large 
a potato nor too small a one should be used, 
Large ones dry out too much in the baking. 
When the potatoes are ready put them into a 
hot oven and keép it so until they are fully 
baked, which should be in about three-quar- 
ters of an hour. Be as particular about your 
oven 
if you were baking cake. Just as you remove 
the potatoes from the oven strike them, caus- 
ing them to pop open, Put in a bit of butter 
and send to the table immediately,” 

Finest Baked Potatoes.—There is perhaps no 
doubt but that the finest baked potato in the 
world is baked in hot ashes right next t@ a 
bed of live coals. 

Baked Flake Potatoes.—Scrub and bake 
large sized mealy potatoes. Remove the end 
of each, scoop out the inside, mash, add but- 
until as light as snowflakes. Season with salt, 
pepper, and butter and return to the potato 
skins, kept hot in the oven,

ROSENWALD, CITIZEN. 
It is evident that no man in America holds 


his large gifts on the occasion of his fiftieth 
birthday will be. greeted. The .objects of 
these gifts are in every case wortby and their 
“election indicates how broad, inclusive, and 


well considered is the spirit which animates } 
Mr. Rosenwald’s philanthropy. The social [ 


value of beneficence—to say nothing of its 
value to the donor—is doubled when it is the 
‘ result not only of impulsive kindness, but of 
patient thought and unselfish direction. To 
give money is a privilege, but to give one- 
self with it in the sense of giving time and 
interest im order that the giving shall be 
wise is a higher service by far. 
only philanthropy, but citizenship. 


WORK AND PLAY. 

An opportune protest is voiced by the en- 
fightened head of Trinity college, Dr. 
Luther, :against the diminishing time given 
to college and school work in America. He 
declares that the Connecticut public school 
‘year includes only 180 working days. Our 
own in Chicago numbers 200. 

But we agree with Dr. Luther that the 
time given is too short. The summer va- 
cation is too long by a month or more. In 
a large city the mass of children would be 
far better off in school than out. The long 
intermission of study and discipline is not 
galy unnecessary for health and rest, but it 
is hurtful mentally and morally. Interest 
and momentum are dissipated and the ac- 
tually effective period of the school year 
lessened. 

In the summer months some changes 
might be made in the way of lessening study 
or directing it along out of door lines, with 
classes for study in the parks. But the 
child should not be released completely. 
The time will come when our city schools 
will be equipped with apparatus for exer- 
cise, will be airier and roomier, will have 
school yards. But even as they are they 
may be made better than the streets and 
» alleys. 

Dr. Luther's main protest, however, 
is, naturally, against the same evil as it has 
developed in our colleges. His statistics 
cannot be given here, but a closing para- 
graph is worthy of quotation: 

Partly, I suppose, this attitude has resulted from 
the carrying over into the twentieth century of the 
fecling developed during the middle nineteenth 
century that a college education was the luxury 
of the exceptional person, whereas the truth 
ought to be recognized that a college education is 
the necessary preliminary to loyal and self-sac- 
rificing service. The undergraduates of today 
are men. The average junior or senior is over 
21 years of age, entitled to a vote, to all the 
privileges of citizenship, burdened with ite re- 
sponsibilities. It is grotesque that he should 
longer be babied. The average freshman is more 
tham 19 years off. He is at the age when his 
*German and French contemporaries are beginning 
their professional st He is older than moet 
of the men who fought the battles of the civt!! 
war. at the time of their enlistment. Hie brothers 
. who cannot £0 to college are lucky if they get 
Saturday afternoons and Sundaye off and a fort- 
night's vacation per year. Why ehould these men 


be turned: loose for nearly half the working days 
between entrance and graduation? 


What Dr. Luther complains of as “a 
frivolous imitation of work” is not so ap- 
parent in the western state universities, 
which more and more are taking on the 
.character of dynamic centers of intellectua) 

and civic life, are socializing and democ- 
-ratizing education. These schools are de- 
. veloping an atmosphere of true seriousness 
»and responsibility. Unless the older type 
of college radically changes its spirit and 
leaves ‘off its sedulous appeal to the short 
sighted fondness of parents of the well 
to do classes, it will presently be no more 
respected than the average finishing schoo] 
‘for young ladies. Manmaking will not be- 
: long to the university or college which makes 
_ itsélf a delightful club and lets the ingen- 
| uous interests of youth provide its attitude 
‘and atmosphere.

NCE upon a time one physician— 
a children’s specialist — went 


through the wards of a Munich 
‘hospita] closely examining the chil- 
dren. He found that 70 per cent 
of the~children showed signs of rickets. 
A few days later another children’s spe- 
cialist went over the same lot of children 
and found only 5 per cent of them 
showed signs of rickets. . 
A well developed case of rickets no 
physician would fail to discover, but there 
are signs of rickets which might be over- 
looked by any one, and others about which 
one person would bold one opinion an‘ 
another person another. For medicine dif- 
fers not, from law or business or weather 
prognostication in that in all of them, as 
in everything, men differ, 
A physician who cafnot diagnose diph- 
theria until the patient chokes, or typhoid 
until flies crawl over the eyes, or small- 
pox until the smallpox odor develops, is 
not much of a doctor, certainly is not 
worth his pay. :‘And it is with rickets 
much as it is with other diseases—the 
serviceable time to find it is when it is 
beginning.

This is lesg true of rickets than of most 
diseases. Neklect does harm, but the 
harm can often be remedied. For instance, 
rickets is the cause of bow legs. There is 
not one bowlegged grown person for every 
five bowlegged children. Why? The legs 
have got straight. 

Unlesg the bone changes in a case rickets 
are bad. ‘They will clean up if the condi- 
tions which caused them are remove, 
Therefore a mother who notices that the 
baby is bowlegged or pigeon breasted need 
not be downhearted. With a little intelli- 
gent direction and proper attention on her 
part the conditions will disappear. 

I think that we have all noticed that bony 
deformities are less often seen than former- 
ly. Amongst the young we seldom see badly 
twisted spines and legs badly bent. Stiff 
joints and hanchbacks should disappear in 


another generation, and as they go into the

The bones of a child contain much carti- 
lage and little Jime. As lime stiffens the 
bones the child learns to use its limbs for 
walking.

Not so in rickets, 
where the cartilage part of the bone con- 
tinues to grow, in fact overgrows, but the 
deposit of lime salts does not keep pace.

It may be remembered that Sir William 
Alexander, afterwards Lord Stirling, ob- 
tained a patent from James I. for the pos- 
seseion of the territory known as Nova Sco- 
tia. To obtein funds for the enterprise of 
colonization, he was authorized to create 
baronetcies of Nova Scotia; that is to say, 
he was given patents signed in blank by the 
king, with authority to fill in the name ofany 
person who was willing to pay the sum of 
$15,000, and the money required for the equip- 
ment and dispatch of six emigrants across 
the Atlantic.

The purchaser of the patent received, along 
with the baronetcy, a grant of 16,000 acres of 
land in Nove Scotia, which he undertook to 
develop. 

The Murrays of Eiibank paid their money 
to Sir William Alexandeg, and received their 
grant of land in due course, but they never 
went there to take possession, securing in- 
steadl a large acreage of land at the foot 
of Castile Hill in Edinburgh, the whole of 
Nova Scotia, being considered, by an extraor- 
dinary legal fiction, to be situated within 
the limite of the county of Edinburgh, just 
as the royal manors .» what is now the state 
of New York were legally considered to be 
within the limits of the county of Kent.

{that formed an indispensable feadure of the 
keep of most Scottish strongholds] or marry- 
ing Meg. 

It is sald that the raider, after beholding 
the charms of the lady, so long debated 
within himself which were the worse fate 
that-it was not until the rope waé about his 
neck that he accepted the matrimonial noose

a happy one, for Meg was a remarkably 
clever woman, and it is from this union that 
the Scotts of Polwarth and Sir Waker Scott 
descended.

With regard to the Scotteof Polwarth, their 
chief, the eighth Lord Pajwarth and thir- 
teenth Laird of Harden, has just sold for 
$1,500,000 his Mertoun park estate in Rox- 
burghshire to Lord Brackley, eldest son and 
heir of the Earl of Ellesmere. 

Mertoun park has been owned by the 
Scotts of Harden and Polwarth for two hun- 
dred and fifty years, and Sir Wedter Scott, 
who was a frequent visitor there, refers to 
it in *‘ Marmion "’ In the following lines:

When not a leaf is on the bough.

The Scotts of Harden became Lorde of 
Polwarth through the marriage of the tenth 
Laird of Harden with Lady Diana Campbell, 
daughter of the Earbof Marchmont, who wae 
also Lord Polwarth, keeper of the great sea!

Failing of male issue, his earldom lapsed 
at his death, but his barony of Polwarth 
passed to hie daughter, Lady Diana, and from 
her to her son, Hugh Scott of Harden, who 
thus becamge sixth Lord Polwarth. 

The present holder of the title Is his grand. 
son, and is twenty-third in direct male de- 
scent from Uchtred Fits Scott, who flour- 
ished under David I., and was one of the 
witnesses to the two charters granted by 
that king to the abbeys of Holyrood and 
Setkirk in 1138 and 1130. 

As such, Lord Polwarth claims the chie¢. 
tainship of all the clan of Scott, his point 
being that the Duke of Buccleuch, who also 
claims the chieftainship, i@ only descended 
in the female line from Sir Robert Scott, 
founder of the Buccleuch branch of the 
family.

BUSY ERA FOR PROMOTERS 


Demand for Large Returns in 
Keeping with Living Cost 
Helps Flotations. 


In stock brokers’ offices and at the banks 
it is becoming a question whether the stand- 
ard railroad stocks should not again come 
into the favor they have not enjoyed for 
several years. Whereas at one time the

Meanwhile industria! issues, having gained 
favor with the public, have led to an extraor- 
dinary volume of promotions, combinations, 
and accompanying water which will take 
aix or seven years of average prosperity for 
new conditions of development to grow up 
to. Preferred stocks of gas and electric 
corporations and bonds from one end of the 
country to the other are being offered ona 
market already well supp! ied with such Is- 
gues, avid any one noting the current trend 
of activity may observe the eagerness with 
which promoters are seeking profits through 
the sale of bonds and preferred stocks cov- 
ering numerous small companies which in 
the aggregate appear to make a considerable 
corporation but which, after all, are only 
straggling units. 

During this time the railroads have nec- 
e@sarily profited by the country’s growth, al- 
though their securities have been neglected 
while the public sought the industrials . Prices 
of railroad stocks are now at such a level 
that they should begin to again look attrac- 
tive to investors of means and those seeking 
stability of return.

CROP NEWS AID TO RAILS. 


Canadian: Pacific Reaches New 
High Record; St. Paul Shares 
Strong; Steel Active. 


NEW YORK, Aug. 12.—The salient feature 
of today’s stock market lay in the fact that 
extensive profit taking failed to exercise 
more than a slight effect on the higher level 
attained in the earlier part of the day. 

Advances were general at the opening, and 
these were extended before midday, with no 
decided reversal until the final hour, when 
selling of Reading, which had not partici- 
pated appreciably in the rige, caused reces- 
sions from the best in most active issues. 

Undoubtedly the promises contained in 
last week's highly favorable crop report was 
the most potent factor in today’s further 
advance, even though the stocks that made 
largest gaina were not those which derive 
greatest benefit from Jarge cereal harvests. 


Canadian Pacific Active. 
Canadian Pacific was the most prominent of 
the grain carriers with another high record, 
which was reflected in the strength of its 
subsidiaries. 


Of the better known grangers St. Paul was etrong, 
recovering a large part of its semi-annual dividend, 
but Louisville and Nashville end“Atlantic Coast 
line gained more than &ny other standard rails.
